More than 150 students, adminis- 
trators and Long Beach community 
members ‘crowded into the Theatre 
Arts Lecture Hall Thursday to listen 
as former U.S. Ambassador to Paki- 
stan Cameron Munter spoke about his 
experiences and speculated on U.S.- 
Pakistan relations. 

During his time in the Middle East, 
Munter oversaw the capture and kill- 
ing of Osama bin Laden and the use 
of U.S. military drones. 

The event, organized by the Ya- 
dunandan Center for India Studies 
and titled “U.S.-Pakistan Relations in 
2014 and Beyond,” focused on ways 
the U.S. and Pakistan can improve 
their relationship with one another. 

Munter highlighted the diplomatic 
struggle between the U.S. and Pakistan. 

“We [the U.S. and Pakistan] mis- 
understand each other,” Munter said. 
“It’s time for us to repeal narratives 
that have bedeviled our relationship.” 

Munter, who served as an ambas- 
sador to Pakistan from 2010 to 2012, 
spoke about his experience serving 
around the globe and the challenges 
he faced in numerous crisis zones. 

“As a diplomat, I volunteered to go 
to the problem areas of the: world,” 
Munter said. 

Munter said the U.S. and Pakistan 
have not developed a stronger dip- 
lomatic relationship because each 
country has preconceived and mis- 
guided notions about the other, as the 
countries look at events in different 
lights. He used the killing of Osama 
bin Laden as an example. 

Munter explained why the U.S. 
government did not inform the Paki- 
stani government about its mission to 
capture Bin Laden. 

“If we had informed [Pakistan], 
it could have been leaked,” Munter 
said. “[So] we couldn’t tell Pakistan 
we were going in.” 

Munter also discussed how U.S.- 
Pakistan relations could improve fol- 
lowing U.S. troop withdrawal from 
Afghanistan in 2014. 

During his time in Pakistan, Munt- 
er served with former U.S. Special 
Envoy for Afghanistan and Pakistan 
Richard Holbrooke. Holbrooke’s

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At the event, Fisher, a well-known 
screenwriter with 20 years of experi- 
ence, spoke to students about his col- 
lege years and how he considered at- 
tending law school after graduation. 

“T didn’t know what I wanted to do 
with myself, so I took time off and be- 
came a bartender,” Fisher said. “But I 
wouldn’t recommend that to anyone.” 

While working as a bartender, Fisher 
said he read an article about television 
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down hills, squats, lunges and stuff to 
prepare for the kind of riding that we 
do ... If you’re going 100 percent the 
whole race, you ought to make sure that 
you can last the whole 40 minutes.” 

Mason said he calls the sport “the 
most spectator-friendly bike discipline.” 

“You can be standing in one place 
and see everyone racing in front of 
you,” he said. “The more spectators 
there are, the more racers tend to get 
amped up and go faster.” 

Treavor Matsushima, a spectator who 
set up chairs next to a log obstacle with 
his friends so they could heckle riders as 
they went by, said that he taunted one of 
his teammates so much that he caused 
him to crash into the obstacle. 

“You just essentially make them as 
uncomfortable as you can,” Matsushi- 
ma said. “If they screw up, you kind of 


writers and how well they were paid.

Fisher earned 
his first industry job in 1995 as a screen- 
writer for “The Bonnie Hunt Show.” 

His latest movie, “We’re The Mill- 
ers,” took 12 years to make and gener- 
ated more than $100 million at the box 
office, according to Reuters. 

Fisher said that film writers go through 
many emotional stages while writing. 

“At first you think everything you 
write is perfect, then you reach the

point it out. You can heckle people, and 
it’s okay, and you should do it.”

Fisher, who prefers to write scripts 
for comedies, said that in order to make 
good comedy, the writer should create 
an expectation and then break it. 
“Embarrassment is the source of hu- 
mor,” Fisher said. “Comedy acknowl- 
edges people’s messed-up-ness.”

said. 

“[Holbrooke] created a galaxy 
where he was the sun, and we [dip- 
lomats] were the planets,” Munter 
said. “He was a man of great en- 
ergy.” 

After discussing future U.S.- 
Pakistan relations, Munter an- 
swered questions from guests in 
the crowd. 

During the session, one of the at- 
tendees asked Munter a question and 
called U.S. military drone strikes in 
Pakistan acts of “American terror- 
ism.” 

“Drones are much more humane,” 
Munter said in response. “It’s ex- 
traordinarily irresponsible to call 
what America is doing terrorism. 
That is total crap.” 

Before the lecture started, Interim 
Provost for Planning and Budgets and 
Director of Strategic Planning David 
Dowell thanked Munter for visiting 
campus. 

“There’s something special about 
how we build bridges between groups 
[at CSULB],” Dowell said. “I’m very 
grateful for a series like this.” 

Throughout the event, Munter re- 
mained optimistic that the U.S. and 
Pakistan could have a better relation- 
ship in the future. 

“Over time, we can build a rela- 
tionship,” Munter said. “I see a posi- 
tive future.”

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Two Cal State Long Beach stu- 
dents landed in first place at the Cal 
State University’s 23rd annual Media

The Media Arts Festival, which 
was held at Cal State Fullerton ear- 
lier this month, is a CSU system-wide 
competition designed to help students 
learn how other students and profes- 
sional filmmakers work, according to 
the festival’s website. 

One of the students, senior film 
major Joshua Hoh, won first place in 
the best narrative film and audience 
choice categories for his short film, 
“Steven Spielberg and the Return to 
Film School.” 

Hoh said he worked with more 
than 150 different music, theatre and 
art students throughout the last year 
to create the film, which he said took 
two years to write. 

He said that winning the awards 
was very motivating for him and his 
team. 

“T feel that this is the best writing 
and directing effort that I have been 
able to produce,” Hoh said. “Hope- 
fully, this is just the beginning of the 
road that will lead to getting the film 


for the Media Arts Festival, said 
that each year about 150 to 200 en- 
tries are received, which are then 
read or screened by panels com- 
posed of CSU faculty members. She 
said that faculty members typically 
choose 25 to 35 finalists. 

Both winners received cash priz- 
es of $500 each and an additional 
$250 for the CSULB film depart- 
ment. 

The winning students, chosen 
by CSU professors and industry 
leaders, also received a Rosebud 
Award, which recognizes creative 
and academic achievements of stu- 
dents in film and video programs, 
according to the Media Arts Festi- 
val website. 

Sharp said there are sentinars 
and events at the festival, such as 
an industry mixer and a keynote 
speaker, designed to help students 
make contacts and transition into 
their careers. 

“The Media Arts Festival allows 
for every student who enters to get 
comments from our judges, and [it 
also] brings recognition in the me- 
dia industry to our finalists,” she 
said. 
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State legislation should guarantee faculty representation 


For five months, the faculty 
trustee position on the Cal State 
Univeristy Board of Trustees sat 
empty. 

During this time, CSU Academic 
Senate Chair Diana Wright Guerin 
said she received 20 to 23 campus reso- 
lutions that asked Gov. Jerry Brown to 
appoint someone to fill the position. 

After receiving the requests, 
Guerin asked if outgoing faculty 
trustee Bernadette Cheyne could 
keep her position until Brown ap- 
pointed a new trustee. Guerin said 
the CSU General Counsel denied 
her request. 

In order to ensure the faculty 
position is filled sooner in the future, 
the CSU Academic Senate passed a 

resolution

committee 
to draft a proposal to change state 
legislation. 

The unfinished proposal would 
allow an existing faculty trustee to 
keep his or her position until Brown 
appoints a new trustee. 

We hope to see the proposal make 
it through the state Leglislature. 

Leaving the faculty seat on 
the Board unfilled for nearly five 
months is unacceptable. 

The Board has one seat for a facul- 
ty trustee to represent the more than 
44,000 faculty and staff in the CSU. 

This means that for those five 


months, CSU faculty and staff went without a representative voice 


in systemwide decisions. 


Passing legislation to fix this potential lack of representation 
would ensure that faculty voices are heard at every Board meeting. 

According to California’s Government Code, trustees approved 
by the California State Senate can remain on the Board for 60 days 
after their term ends or until Brown appoints a new trustee. 

Those exempted from this code include alumni, faculty and 
student trustees. These trustees cannot remain on the Board after 


their appointment ends. 


California’s Government Code unfairly favors some trustees 
over alumni, faculty and student trustees. 

This outdated code needs to be reformed to ensure that all trustees 
on the Board, regardless of their backgrounds, are treated equally, 
thereby treating the groups they represent equally as well. 

We hope to also see future leglisation limit the amount of time 
that the faculty trustee seat may be left vacant. 

It should not have taken Brown five months to select a new 
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faculty trustee.

Affordable Care Act loses much credibility in midst of scandals 


The Affordable Care Act may not live up to the 
hype that President Barack Obama promised back 
in 2008 when he proposed the legislation. 

With the current unforeseen issues that have 
plagued.the Affordable Care Act, it’s easy to see 
that Obama must do something quickly to resolve 
this crisis. 

Could these problems potentially break the 
Affordable Care Act? 

The first problem that really hit the Afford- 
able Care Act when it launched was the infamous 
web-site conundrum. 

Last month, no one could sign onto the health- 
care website to register for the Affordable Care 
Act. Numerous bugs and technological failures 
prevented people from early enrollment. 

It’s one thing if the website didn’t work after 
only weeks of preparation, but it’s another when 
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the Obama administration had two years to pre- 
pare for the website’s launch. 

Other sites like Amazon have millions of visitors 
every day. These sites don’t crash becaues of high 
user traffic. 

Another more recent issue 


* that has both Republicans 


and Obama supporters up 
in arms is the fact that some 
people have actually have 
had their healthcare plans canceled due to the 
healthcare mandate. 

The cancellations directly violate the promise 
that Obama made back when the Affordable Care 
Act was still just a campaign promise. 

“If you like your health insurance plan, you can 
keep it,” Obama said. 

Obama wasn’t telling the truth. More than one 
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million people in California have had their insur- 
ance plans canceled because of the Affordable Care 
Act’s new mandates, according to CBS Sacramento. 

With people losing their plans and not gaining 
access to the healthcare website, it’s unclear what 
people are supposed to do. 

Even if these issues are 
resolved, it’s uncertain if 
anyone will still want to 
sign up as the recent records 
show that an abysmal number of people have even 
registered at all. 

The U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services recently announced that only about 
106,185 Americans have chosen an insurance 
plan with the Affordable Care Act. 

By adding all the new customers to the insur- 
ance market, the Obama administration hopes 
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new income will be generated to cover the costs 
of healthcare. 

But if so few are registered and actually pay- 
ing, how can this program be supported? 

Even when the problems are eventually 
fixed, it’s impossible to predict whether 
people will trust the government to manage 
their healthcare plans. 

If no one has confidence that the government 
can and people don’t register, it’s unclear if the 
program can succeed without the funds needed to 
keep it afloat. 

It may be not the Republicans who bring down 
the Affordable Care Act, but Obama’s own poor 
execution of a failed program.

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American donations to the Philippines could save hundreds of lives 


Residents in the Philippines continue to wait for 
aid, as the devastation left behind by Typhoon Hai- 
yan has wrecked the archipelago nation, leaving 
millions affected and thousands dead or missing. 

Bodies lie tangled beneath the rubble in cities like 
Tacloban, where residents continue to pile up the dead. 

As the catastrophic toll reveals itself in the 
wake of the typhoon, international aid must keep 
pace with the demands of a hurting nation. 

Known locally in the Philippines as “Yolanda,” 
Typhoon Haiyan is measured as “the most 
powerful storm ever measured to make landfall,” 
according to NBC News. 

Making landfall on Nov. 8, Typoon Haiyan mea- 
sured sustained winds up to 195 mph and sustained 
gusts of 235 mph. The torrential winds covered an 


area of destruction spanning 370 miles. 

United Nations and official Philippine sources 
differ in death toll figures. 

The U.N. reports that 4,200 are dead, while the 
government of the Philippines lists the figure at 3,637. 

As residents of the 
worst affected cities such 
as Tacloban continue to 
wait for aid, many have 
died in hospitals from a 
lack of supplies to treat injuries. 

Homes that once stood one to two stories tall 
have now been reduced to rubble a few feet above 
ground. Residents search for family members that 
have gone missing, while others count stories of 
relatives that could not escape from the sudden

rising waters. 

Many have expressed guilt over their own 
survival while their relatives have died. 

Relief efforts are pouring in from all over the 
world. The U.N. has appealed to fund $300 million 
in services and aid. 

Thus far, $81 million has 
been contributed by donor 
countries. 

The U.S. has donated 
more than $20 million to the cause, but the short- 
fall still exists. 

The need for help is now. Many are waiting 
desperately for supplies as looters have taken 
goods from stores in order to survive. 

Aid has been slow to trickle in, but it is begin- 


ning to reach the residents of some of the most 
affected cities. Basic needs such as water, food, 
shelter, clothing and medical supplies are arriving 
in cities that desperately need it. 

AT&T and Verizon are currently allowing free 
calls and texts to the Philippines to allow customers 
to contact family members and friends. 

Helping out can be as simple as clicking a but- 
ton at the top of one’s social media feed. 

The people of the Philippines need help today, 
as thousands continue to go by without basic ne- 
cessities. The sooner help is on its way, the more 
lives will be saved from the disaster.

Geography: The Whole World, Not Just A Map 

When I tell people that I’m majoring in geogra- 
phy, the question I get asked most often is, “You 
can get a degree in that?” Second most often is, 
“So do you know all the state capitals?” 

Yes, you can get a degree and a job in geogra- 
phy even if, like me, you can’t name more than a 
dozen state capitals. 

Geography is so much more than state capi- 
tals. It is exploring the world. It is about exploring 
the world all around us and discovering patterns 
and phenomena that nobody noticed before. 

Geography, the scholarly discipline, isn’t just 
about knowing names of states and capitals and 
obscure South American rivers. (That’s called 
“place-name geography,” by the way.) 

Geography, at bottom, is the study of place. It 
is the study of how places affect people and how 
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people affect and create places. 

Southern California and Cal State Long Beach 
in particular are hotbeds of ground-breaking 
geographic research. 

One of our graduate students is working on 
a way to do short-notice aerial photography 
with a remote-control quadcopter, which could 
revolutionize ecological research and natural 
hazards. 

Another student is studying a tiny fungus that 
lives in plant roots and its role in supporting plant 
life in inhospitable environments. 

A third is researching historical miners’ 
strikes in southern Iowa and looking at the his- 
tory of labor conflict in a very particular place 
and time. 

If you’ve seen elaborate models of voting 
behavior on CNN, you’ve seen the intersection of 
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statistical and political geography, which raises 
interesting questions: why are densely populated 
coasts liberal, while thinly populated rural areas 
are more conservative? 

Our department has classes on the environ- 
ment, urban growth and development, gendered 
spaces, the geography of religion and land-use 
planning law. 

Geography is the ultimate discipline for people 
who want to study everything because everything 
has a place. 

Our country is rapidly urbanizing, changing 
and connecting almost faster than we can figure 
it out. We have to figure out how place is being 
affected — from natural systems, social and 
political phenomena in packed cities, to the way 
the law needs to change to adapt to denser cities 
and climate change. 
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This is what geography studies is. This is what 
I study. 

It’s Geography Awareness Week, and I am 
proud to be a geographer. 

It’s the 26th annual Geography Awareness 
Week, which was established in 1987 to promote 
geographic education. 

This week, the Department of Geography and 
the Geography Student Association will put on a 
number of events to show interesting aspects of 
geography, and I invite you to participate. 

You don’t have to be a geographer to par- 
ticipate. This year’s theme is The New Age 
of Exploration, and I invite you to explore the 
ordinary places all around you and search for new 
knowledge.

Edgar Wright discusses “Cornetto Trilogy 


The British director gives new insights to his 
three films at the Egyptian Theatre.

Fans of director Edgar Wright’s 
“Cornetto Trilogy” packed into the 
Egyptian Theatre in Hollywood on Sat- 
urday to hear him speak about the in- 
spirations behind each film. 

Popularly called the “Three Flavours 
. Cornetto Trilogy,” each of the three 
films features a scene with a different 


flavor of Cornetto ice cream. Simon 
Pegg and Nick Frost star in all of the 
films. 

Wright, who directed “Shaun of the 
Dead,” “Hot Fuzz” and “The World’s 
End,” shared numerous anecdotes 
about each film and explained the hid- 
den references buried in each. 

The night began as Wright informed 
the audience that Kate Ashfield from 
“Shaun of the Dead” would be watch- 
ing the comedic horror spoof with the 
fans in attendance. 

After being introduced, Ashfield told 


the audience she brought her son with 
her and he would be watching the film 
for the first time. 

Following a brief introduction of the 
film, Wright left the stage and the mov- 
ie marathon started. 

“Shaun of the Dead” is a film about 
two buddies who have to survive a zom- 
bie apocalypse by using their wits. 

After the film, Wright appeared on- 
stage once again with director Rian 
Johnson (“Brick,” “Looper”). 

During the extended interview with 
Johnson, Wright revealed that “Shaun 


of the Dead” took only eight weeks to 


film. He also shared that the exterior 
shots of the Winchester Tavern in Lon-

don featured local kids dressed up as 
some of the zombies. 

After the discussion, “Hot Fuzz” was 
shown. “Hot Fuzz” follows two cops 
who must save a small town from dark 
and powerful influences. 

In the Q-and-A after “Hot Fuzz,” 
Wright told the crowd that the infamous 
swan escape from the film was based 
on a real-life event. Wright said he and 
Pegg interviewed several British police 
officers to ask how a cop film should be 
made. 

At approximately 10 p.m., “The 
World’s End” was screened. 

Much to the chagrin of fans, closed 
captioning narration was left on dur-

ing the film. After numerous attempts 
to fix the problem, an employee from 
the Egyptian Theatre said the problem 
could not be fixed. 

“The World’s End” chronicles one 
middle-aged man’s attempt to re-kindle 
old friendships and live as a teenager 
again. 

Following the film, Wright apolo- 
gized for the technical difficulties. He 
then showed exclusive never-before- 
seen featurettes from “The World’s 
End.” 

After answering questions from sev- 
eral audience members, Wright con- 
cluded the presentation at 1 a.m. and 
thanked fans for attending.

In the dark there is freedom and 
blindness to judgment.

Dance Centre in Belmont Shore to 
dance in the dark as if they were danc- 
ing alone in their bedrooms to their fa- 
vorite Michael Jackson song. 

At NLNL, there aren’t any dress 
codes, instructors, dance routines, gen- 
der or age limit, or alcohol or drugs. 
The only space to fill is the creation of 
self-expression through dance. NLNL 
challenges the modern constraints of 
society and judgment isn’t welcome. 
Gender and sexuality become irrele- 
vant, and freedom is expressed through, 
physical movement. 

While some students like the idea 
of judgment-free self-expression, there 
are some aspects of the program that 
they said would make them uncomfort- 
able and might have led to NLNL’s be- 
ing shut down. 


“T would totally go; I think it would 
be fun. Sometimes people are afraid 
to express themselves and if there is 
no one judging, they might be willing 
to dance,” junior social work major 
Luis Herrera said. “But some people 
might feel uncomfortable if there is 
that one person who is groping peo- 
ple.” 

NLNL got its start in Melbourne, 
Australia in 2009 when five dance 
students went to St. Marks Church 
Hall one night to dance together 
under the winter darkness. Within 
just a few months, the buzz traveled 
and the church hall was packed with 
people who shared the same yearning 
to dance freely, hidden within dark- 
ness. 

After founders Alice Glenn and Hei- 


di Barrett witnessed the extreme out- 
come, they decided to turn NLNL into 
a unique dance community, which now 
takes place around the world. 

Although the Long Beach district 
near Second Street seems to be a fitting, 
liberal community for the event, some 
Cal State Long Beach students said 
they are not open to the idea. 

“T wouldn’t want to go because | 
feel like that would be uncomfortable 
not knowing who is standing next to 
you,” junior public relations Heather 
Everett said. “I would feel really-em- 
barrassed.” 

While the event has slowed and has 
been on hold for a couple months, the 
NLNL Long Beach Facebook page tells 
fans to stay tuned for the program’s po- 
tential return.

‘Niners 
defeat Dons 
in double OT 


LBSU earns its first win, 
85-82, over San Francisco.

The third time was the charm for the Long Beach 
State women’s basketball team Sunday afternoon in a 
double-overtime thriller against San Francisco. 

The 49ers (1-2) traveled to San Francisco on Sunday 
looking for their first win of the year after opening a 
three-game road stint with losses to Cal and Nevada. 
Thanks in large part to impressive showings from 
freshman Raven Benton and junior guard Alex San- 
chez, the 49ers were able to earn their first win of the 
season, winning 85-82. 

Before LBSU suited up to play San Francisco (1-2) 
on Sunday, the only lead the team had held this year 
was in the season opener against Cal. An Alex San- 
chez free throw gave the 49ers a 1-0 lead that ended up 
lasting just seven seconds in that game. 

The 49ers showcased an aggressiveness on defense 
that was yet to be seen before Sunday afternoon. That 
aggressiveness combined with a bunch of forced pass- 
es from San Francisco allowed the 49ers to go into the 
locker room with a lead at the half for the first time 
this season. 

“We were pretty successful with our presses,” head 
coach Jody Wynn said. “Not only did it slow them 
down a little bit, but we were able to create turnovers 
off our presses and our defense ignited our offense.” 

With 51 seconds left in the game and LBSU leading 
60-55, San Francisco’s Taylor Proctor netted a three to 
make it a one-possession game. 

San Francisco native Hallie Meneses tried to an- 
swer back with a three of her own but came up short. 
The missed shot was rebounded by Benton, who got 
the ball out of the post before San Francisco intention- 
ally fouled Sanchez to send her to the line. 

Sanchez made the first and missed the second, al- 
lowing a three-pointer by San Francisco player and 
Long Beach native Taj Winston to send the game into 
overtime deadlocked at 61. 

“Tn the first half [Winston] had two points but had 
nine monster rebounds, and she really turned it on in 
the second half and overtime,” coach Wynn said. “She 
tried to put her team on her back. She nailed some big, 
big threes tonight.” 

LBSU took an early lead in the first overtime thanks 
to five points by Benton. Unfortunately for The Beach, 
Proctor’s free throws at the 15-second mark sent it into

a second overtime. 

After Sanchez missed a three to finish the first over- 
time, the 5-10 guard scored four of LBSU’s first seven 
to open the second overtime. 

For more than two minutes of the second overtime, 
neither team missed. San Francisco’s Winston hit a 
three that Lauren Spargo quickly matched, making it 
a 75-73 game. 

Winston, who struggled offensively to start the 
game, hit a jumper that was answered by a Sanchez 
layup made possible because of a post-up hesitation 
move. The Dons’ Rachel Howard scored a three of 
her own which was again answered back by Spargo 
to make it 80-78. 

Missed threes by San Francisco allowed the ‘Niners

to pad its lead, and a Madison Montgomery offensive 
rebound on her own missed free throw sealed the win 
for LBSU. 

“Tt was a total team win,” Wynn said. “Even the 
kids in street clothes were big factors tonight keeping 
the energy high. Our team was resilient, and I’m just 
very proud of their overall mental toughness through- 
out the game.” 

LBSU was lead by both Sanchez and Benton, who 
each scored season-highs. Benton accounted for 22 
points on 8-for-11 shooting and collected nine re- 
bounds. Sanchez tallied 19 points and had seven 
boards to go along with four assists and two steals. 

The ‘Niners are set to play their first home game 
this Saturday against Loyola Marymount.

49ers defeat LMU for fourth time, fall short of upset at No. 2 USC 


Long Beach State beats 
the Lions 12-10 before 
losing 10-8 to USC.

The No. 8 Long Beach State men’s 
water polo team bounced back from 
losses to UCLA and Stanford last week 
with a win over Loyola Marymount and 
a tight match against No. 2 Southern 
California over the weekend. 

The ‘Niners started off the first of 
four away games to close out the regu- 
lar.season by visiting No. 15 ranked 


LMU on Thursday afternoon. 

~ The match started out with LBSU 
(11-9, 1-6 Mountain Pacific Sports Fed- 
eration) falling behind, 4-3, at the end 
of the first quarter to the Lions. 

The ‘Niners, however, responded in 
the second period, outscoring the Li- 
ons 4-1 in the quarter on a run that was 
sparked by senior Carter Taylor. 

Taylor led the ‘Niners in scoring with 
four goals in the match. 

With a three-goal halftime lead, the 
49ers came out sluggish to start the third 
period, and LMU (12-13, 2-3 WWPA) 
took advantage, scoring two quick goals 
and cutting the 49ers’ lead to just one. 

LBSU responded and put the pres- 
sure back on the Lions with strong play 
from freshman Nolan McConnell and 
sophomore Conner Reilly who each 
contributed three goals apiece. 


In the final period of play, both teams 
went blow for blow, each scoring three 
times in the final eight minutes. 

However, with a slim lead built up 
and consistent play down the stretch, 
the ‘Niners were able to fend off any 
late charges from the Lions and leave 
the Burns Aquatics Center with a 12-10 
victory. 

Sophomore goalkeeper Pavo Lj- 
epopio finished the game with 9 saves, 
rounding out a strong defensive effort 


‘for the ‘Niners. 


The ‘Niners then traveled to the Uy- 
tengsu Aquatics Center on Sunday to 
take on the No. 2 USC Trojans (22-3, 
4-2 MPSF). 

The Trojans, who were coming off 
of an emotional overtime loss to No. 4 
Stanford the day before, were looking 
for a win against No. 8 LBSU in their 


last home game of the season. 

The ‘Niners, who lost earlier in the 
season to the Trojans by a wide margin, 
knew what they were up against and 
came out firing in the first half of play 
against USC. 

Sophomore Zacchary Kappos single- 
handedly kept the ‘Niners neck and neck 
with USC all the way through the first 
half by scoring three goals off of rocket- 
ing outside shots — one in particular that 
soared straight over the goalie’s head so 
fast that it took the keeper’s cap off. 

“Tt’s hard to stop a guy with an arm 
like that,” Mefford said of Kappos’ strong 
performance. “Their defense was leav- 
ing a lot of open opportunities, and Zach 
stepped up and was that guy for us.” 

At halftime the ‘Niners trailed 4-3 
with Kappos accounting for all of LB- 
SU’s goals. 


“Our defense was super solid,” Mef- 
ford said. “We fought the whole game 
and gave them a run for their money.” 

In the third and fourth quarters of 
play, the 49ers continued to pour on the 
pressure with goals from Taylor, Mef- 
ford, sophomore Ricardo Guimares and 
redshirt freshman Patrick Goodenough. 

In the end, the Trojans were able to 
pull away from the ‘Niners and achieve 
a 10-8 win, but for LBSU the game 
was strong evidence of the progression 
that’s taken place in the team. 

“We have a structure that lets us get 
better throughout the season,” Mefford 
said, “and we’re going into alk of these 
games expecting to win.” 

The 49ers will finish regular season 
play on Saturday when they travel to 
Stockton, Calif., to take on the top- 
ranked Pacific.

Junior guard A.J. Spencer scored 13 
points in his homecoming Sunday, but the 
Long Beach State men’s basketball team 
fell to Kansas State on the road, 71-58.

ter hit a pair of threes to open up a 20-point 
lead just before the break. 

The 49ers ultimately went into the 
locker room at halftime down 39-22. 

LBSU looked like a different animal 
when it emerged for the second half. Jen- 
nings scored eight straight points to keep 
the 49ers competitive, and point guard 
Branford Jones drained two 3-pointers 
in a row to narrow the deficit to 15 with 
12:57 remaining. 

Kansas State (2-1) didn’t give any 
more ground, though, and it remained in 
control to come out on top, 71-58. 

Jennings led the 49ers with 14 points 
and 12 rebounds for his third double- 
double in four games. He helped LBSU 
earn a 40-29 rebounding advantage over 
Kansas State, but Foster’s 17 points and 
Shane Southwell’s 14 proved to be too 
much for the 49ers to overcome. 

Despite Spencer’s 7-for-9 perfor- 
mance from the free-throw line, LBSU 
finished with a 53.3 shooting percentage 
on free throws. The 49ers otherwise had 
a decent shooting night, making 40 per- 
cent of their shots. 

The 49ers won’t get any break from 
the road, as they will spend a day in 
Kansas City to practice before flying to 
Puerto Rico, where they will face No. 7 
Michigan in the the Puerto Rico Tip-Off 
on Thursday.
